Letters from Amftetdam, dated July 2. declare, that ad.ices had 
been received from the Governor of Batavia, purporting, that the ne- 
gociations for a peace betweea!the Englith and ‘Vippoo Saib did not 
promife fo much fuccefs as forme time fince was expeéted; that Chief 
charging the Company with a breach of the treaty at Mangalore, by 
the furprizing and taking prifoner his ally, the Ranace of Cannanore. 

Mr Hnuddefton, with other Commiffioners, by the above accounts, 
had proceeded to Seringapatum, in hopes of fettling this matter in an 
amicable manner; but both parties were endeavonring to get their ar- 
mies into the field, fo as to be prepared for any event. 

By the fame channel we are told, that Meer Moud Cawn had re- 
newed hoftilities on the Carnatic fide of the Gauts, near Collifpake, 

and had feized the revenues of the neighbouring difttiéts.

Millions might be raifed by the 
gratifieation of- vanity im @nterring a diltinction by the ufe of a taxed 
commodity, where a few thoufands on the commodity itfelf would oce 
cation a rebellion, ‘The financiers of this country do not underftand 
this pricciple ; nor indeed are they acquainted with the géneral doe. 
trine of taxation, though they ftand in need of it more than any peo- 
ple in the world. 

A propofal has been made to Mr Pitt, to lay a tox of 5 1. per ann. 
on every dealer intea; and wholly to remit every duty on tea; except 
an‘intand excife of 5 |. percent. 

The Minilter his found, ‘that almoft the whole Houfe of Commons 
were averfe to thecoal tax, and therefore has prudently declined divi- 
ding againit his adherents, which might poffibly have been attended 
with dangerous confequences to the prefent Adminittration. 

Some of the other new taxes will be oppofed, in particular that on 
windows and priuted linens, but it is probable they will pafs with the 
others.
